Problem Is Presented To Taxpayers 
By Principal A. M. Conger At

The school building is bursting out 
a t the seam s with the increasing 
pressure from within.

Conger is given herew ith: 
“The registration for next S ep-! 
tem ber requires th at all of the! 
class rooms be used for every per­ 
iod of the day, and some of them I 
are not really adapted to classroom pairs 
recitation. If the building of new 
homes continues iii our district, and 
the registration increases for the 
following* year, 
some 
provision 
m ust be made for added rooms.

“We have only one steam boiler, 
which is located about one foot un­ 
der the wooden stage floor where 
these graduates and teachers are 
now seated.

Firemen Must 
Retire At 
55 Years 


V illage Board Passes 
Ordinance, Regulating 
Equipment, Membership 


In keeping with the need of hav­ 
ing a fire departm ent at full effi­ 
ciency the village board recently 
passed an ordinance th at autom at­ 
ically retires all future m embers 
of the fire departm ent at the age of 
55 and the present members a t the 
age of 60. This provision does not 
apply to officers. New m embership 
can only be granted to men between 
the ages of 21 and 30, and they 
m ust previously pass a physical ex­ 
amination. 
The board also established the 
office of chief engineer, who shall 
have charge of all fire trucks and 
equipm ent 
and 
the 
sam e 
to 
be kept in good order and repair 
and in readiness for use at all tim es, 
all subject to the supervision and 
direction of the fire m arshall. He 
shall drive the fire truck when tho 
services of such truck is needed, 
but in his absence any other mem­ 
ber or officer of the fire departm ent 
can be designated by the fire m ar­ 
shall to perform that service. 
The ordinance provides for half 
salaries for false alarm s and a r­ 
rival at fire or station a fte r fire is 
extinguished. 
In case th at any firemen is found 
guilty of being under the influence 
of liquor when he reports to the 
fire house, he will be suspended for 
a period of six months.

That can be 
fought out again over the mile and 
a quarter of the Arlington Cup.

Out of the 22 item s which were 
included in the Governor’s call for 
the Special Session, five have been 
enacted during the four weeks since 
the convening of the Session. The 
$4,500, ODO 
appropriation 
for 
the 
relief of the unemployed, the ex­ 
tension of the three percent utility 
occupational tax, an appropriation 
of $20,000 for the burial of pc arsons 
on Old Age A ssistance, an appro­ 
priation of $175,000 for the ex­ 
penses of the Special Session ami 
a $700,000 appropriation for a new 
building at the University of Illi­ 
nois are the sum total of four weeks 
of work so far as the actual pas­ 
sage of bills is concerned. 
Practically all of the other sub­ 
jects in the call have been covered 
by bills which have been introduced 
hut 
t h e y are so controversial 
in 
character that the differences will 
have to be ironed out rapidly or 
the first of July (the deadline for 
bills without em ergency clauses) 
will be upon us and either an ad­ 
journment or a recess will he in 
order. Since bills with em ergency 
clauses require a two-thirds vote of 
b o th houses, a controversial bill has 
little chance for passage if it re­ 
quires a two-thirds vote. 
At the present rate of spending 
by relief authorities, 
every one 
agrees that the $4,500,000 appro­ 
priation is not sufficient until the 
I legislature 
m eets 
next 
January. 
I For three weeks hearings have been 
held in the House with the Director 
of the Department of Finance and 
representatives of other fiscal de­ 
partments present in an effort to 
find out what slate funds are avail­ 
able, but s o far the various depart­ 
ments have not agreed, the Director 
of Finance insisting that a $2,000,- 
0O0 deficit is possible at the end if 
the biennium on June 30, 1939 ami 
the State Ti ensurer and State Audi­ 
tor hinting that there will be a sur­ 
plus of 15 to 20 million dollars in 
the treasury on that date. The hear­ 
ing has been continued to the com­ 
ing week.

members from the schools of Cook 
county from the larger high schools 
to the one room country school, 
jammed a huge banquet hall of the 
Sherman hotel to the doors Wed­ 
nesday night to protest against the 
passage of Senate bill No. 6 which 
would turn control of the schools of 
Illinois over to a political dictator­ 
ship responsible only to the gov­ 
ernor of the state. 
The sam e throng realizing that 
there is much good that a state 
school board can do, then went just 
as lustily on record as 
favoring 
House Bill No. 41, which was pre­ 
sented to the legislature by repre- 
I sen tat ive I lorn ice T. Yan der Vries 
of this district and which was for- 
i ululated with the help of the Illi- 
■ nois School Boards association and 
the Illinois Educational association. 
Senate Bill No. 
6, found 
no 
friends among the school board 
members who saw in its provisions 
the loss of home rule and the des- 
I potic rule o f a dictator in the edu­ 
cational affairs of the state. 
One speaker characterized the 
bill as the “burglar bill” that rob­ 
bed the local school boards of all 
power to run their own business.
